elected editor on second ballot

~ The Students' Council last night selected one of its own. Arts and Science representative Charles 
Krauthammer, to talce over the editorship of the McGiU Diaily. After the Held of siK candidates had been 
narrowed down to two. Krauthammer was piclced over Interim Editor-in-Chief Chris Portner by a vote of 10 
■to 2 with three abstentions. 



On the earlier elimination vote, 
Krauthammer recdvcd six votes. 
Portner five, and one-time Dally 
supplernent editor Pierre Four- 
nier four.

Students' Coundl dealt with 
other business last night in 
addition to attempting to find 
a solution to this year's Daily 
crisis. 

Coundl considered a rec- 
ommendation presented by 
President Julius Grey and Ex- 
ternal Vice-President Martin 
Shapiro on the method of ap- 
pointing student members to 
University Senate committees. 
The recommendation called 
for the formation of a nomi- 
nating subcommittee composed 
of students and University of- 
ficials to': select the student 
~ committee'meinbers. 

However, Coundl rejected 
this proposal and after several 
amendments to the original 
formula passed a motion to the 
effect that the Students' Sod- 
ety affirm its right to select 
its representatives on Senate 
conunittèes. 

Coundl also heard' a pre- 
sentation by Jessica Govea. 



Montreal' representative for 
the United Farmworkers, on 
the current status of the con- 
tinent-wide boycott of Califor- 
nia grapes. 

Following Miss Govea's 
presentation the Students' So- 
dety representatives voted to 
support the Montreal phase of 
the operation. (Montreal.^ ac- 
cording to Miss Govea, is*! the 
fourth' largest grape^uying d- 
ty in North Annoica). 

Students' Sodety; aid <^wili' 
take the form of bciUties for 
meetings of the Montreal boy- 
cott organizers. Internal Vice- 
President David Young was al- 
so sdected to attend the next 
gathering of the Montreal com- 
mittee to see where. the Stu- 
dents' Sodety can contribute 
in financial and other ways to 
the strike and boycott. 

Cesar' Chavez, leader of the 
movement. Is sdieduled to vis- 
it Montreal for a speaking en- 
gagement October 17th and 

lOth. 



Following the vote, Portner and 
his staff agreed to put out this 
morning's issue of the Daily in 
order to give Krauthammer ■- 
who has no Journalistic exp«ri- 
encei>|utevff^-,v Ume tqi teraj 
thé («niiltnéntab of the trâll^pip 

The voting produced a'nundter 
of surprises. 

Engineering representatives 
Ken Gowes and David Levine dis- 
regarded the- formal instructions 
issued them by the Engineering 
Undergraduates' Sodety execu- 
tive that they vote for Portner; 
instead they voted for Foumier 
on the first ballot. On the dedd- 
ing vote, Levine opted for 
Krauthammer while Qowes ab- 
stained. 

Before casting his ballot. Ex- 
ternal Vice-President Martin 
Shapiro announced to Coundl that 
he had encouraged, both Portner 
and Krauthammer to apply for the 
permanent - editorship. He then 
solved his dilemma by voting for 
Portner on the first ballot and 
abstaining on the run-off. 

Law representative Stanley 
Goldstdn shifted from Portner to 
Krauthammer on the key vote af- 
ter telling bystanden he was 
piqued by Portner's refusal to ac- . 
cept a Goldstdn-sponsored reso- 
lution which would impose on the 
editor-in-diief -an op«l page 
editor appohited by Coundl; 
Krauthammer said he would ac- 
cept such an editor. 



Following his election. Kraut- 
hammer announced that he will 
be resigning his Coundl seat.. 
. This was the first time in the 
'. controversy-ridden history of 
^Daily .editor sdections that the 
rcfaoice has turned out to.be a cur- 
rent Coundl member. 

In the past several years, suc- 
cessive Coundls have resorted 
to everything from "impartial" 
screening committees to campus- 
wide polls to simple sdection by 
Coundl itself in choosing Daily 
editon. 

Although they devoted con- 
sidei^le.. time to questioning' 
tb'^jiiididates. the , coundllors 
nedelibl! statements! giving the 
ratibiule for their choice. ' 

Many observers at the meeting 
were surprised by the 10-2 re- 
jection of P'ortner - a profession- 
al CBC broadcaster who has 
served as Station Manager of Ra- 
dio McGill, Chairman of the New 
Union Committee. Students' Coun- 
dl Member and Chief Electoral 
Officer of the Students' Sodcty- 
in favour of Krauthammer, who 
h^s no journalistic experience

and whose administrative back- 
ground consists of executive posi- 
tions in the McGiU Debating Union, 
the Polisd. department, and Hillel. 

Asked his reaction to Coundl's 
action. Partner said: "Fm em- 
barrassed for them." 

Krauthammer said his elec- 
tion to the editorship was "a re- 
flection of a fundamental change in 
the political attitude on the cam- 
pus,' spedfically, with respect to 
an open Daily."

Despite determined opposition 
from several 'professors, the Arts 
and Sdence Undergraduate Sode- 
ty succeeded yesterday in pladng 
four students on the powerful 
Faculty Council. 

Professor C. P. Leblond, Chair- 
man of the Anatomy Department, 
led the opposition to student rep- 
resentation on the Coundl, the ex- 
ecutivé'cbifnn^ttèë^which governs 
the Faculty of Arts and Sdence. 

"Students are completely in- 
competent to serve as members 
of the. faculty Coundl", he charg- 
ed. - 

. "Harm'Will corne to^the excel- 
lence'-of tHiii hfdyiefaty if we low- 



er ourselves by flattering the stu- 
dents in giving them a vote on 
the Coundl," he continued. 

Joe Caron, president of ASUS, 
said after the meeting that Pro- 
fessor Leblond's arguments are 
"hot worth" responding to. 

Student Hopes for prity on 
the Coundl were squelched when 
Richard Deutsch, .professor of

Faculty of Arts and Sdence. There 
are over 400 professors in the 
Faculty.

or. environmental deterioration 
are shadowed by their entiiusiasm 
for Uie short term benefit of more 
consumers. 

The. population explosion is 
certainly a Uireat to white nations. 
Unfortunately it also Uireatens 
Uie survival of any hiirhan' life oii 
this planet. This can be said with 
certainty for two reasons: 

1) As the teduiologically ad- 
vanced nations strive to increase 
worid food production, (from 
whatever motivation), further 
large scale modifications of /our 
environment will be deemed ne- 
cessary. To provide in the next 
35 years for the same increase 
in population Uiat has taken place 
in Uie last 100,000 years will 
doubUess incur the use of huge 
quantities of pesticides and fer- 
tilizers. Even less attention will 
.be paid to those ecologists who 
warn that such inputs do more 
to endanger, the ecosystems Uiey 
are intended to tame. 

This is no mere question of 
Uie niceties of a healUiy environ- 
ment; it is the problem of an or- 
ganism, man, struggling to adapt 
to Uie self-imposed conditions of 
a rapidly changing environment., 
It is estimated Uiat in evolution- 
ary history for every 100 species 
that have existed only one exists 
today, the oUier 99 having become 
extinct from Uiis inability ,tpi . 
adaptf; .Tlieré-is 90 reason, Why>i 



our spedes shoiild not follow Uie 
course of. Uie majority. 

2) Warfare seems , increasingly . 
likely OS the world's resources 
dwindle, the numbers making de- 
mands upon them double, and na- 
tions become desperate to secure 
tiieir share. 

The population explosion is 
anytliing but natural. But. for 
short-term fluctuations, popula- 
tions of all other organisms have 
a birth rate equalling Uidr deaUi 
rate. This works weir to conserve 
the resources on which they de- 
pend, and results from the myriad 
inter-relationships of nature. It 
is another example of Uiat ubiq- 
uitous phenomenom, homeostasis. 
Man has seen fit to tinker with a 
naturally high deaUi rate. Sooner, 
rather Uian later, the carrying 
capacity of his environment will 
be reached (eg. land for his many 
needsidood potoitial, accumula-. 
tionfoiTtlte'^ toxic- by-products of 
his sodal metabolism. i.e.~ pol- 
lution). At this point his popula- 
tion will stabilize, but unless he 
can reduce the birth raté, the 
death rate will have to rise. We 
have indicated the potential for a . 
rise in the death rate. The result 
of a thermonuclear war would 
satisfy the laws of ecology. wiUi 
a stable population of zero.' 

We could go on to criticize 
more; the U.S. with Uie largest 
surplus food production has also 
given Utie^inio^away. Uie seas, 
like ahy]^^^^cbsysteiri do not 
offer li^^^pliuider,^^ deserts 
provide' eomples'bf where man's 
environmental tinkering have 
led., the northern forests with 
their wildlife .'and; few thousand 
people are one among the reced- 
ing areas .where'iman harmonies 



Inexcusable fill 



SASKATOON (CUP) - This 
will bé a bleak year for many 
Saskatoon students, accordhig to 
Uie results of a student council 
survey taken at Uie end of Uie 
summer. 

The survey shows that 16.5 per 
cent- of the 2,414 students , who 
replied to a questionnaire can- 
not afford to continue Uieir stud- 
ies tills year. On Uie 9,000- 
member campus, tills would 
mean 1,400 students dropping out 
because of lack of funds. 

Chie-fifUi of Uie students sur- 
veyed could not get work Uiis 
summer, and an additional 12 
per cent were employed only 
part-time. The survey shows 94 
per cent of Uie students, actively 
sought employment Uiis summer. 

The average student expects 
to save IS08.43 of his summer 
earnings, and students who ap- 
plied for loans will get an aver- 
age of 1732. Yet students spent 
an average of $1,640 in the acade- 
mic year 1968-69. 

Fees at the Saskatoon campus 
were hicreased 5 per cent this . 
year, a "significant" amount, to 
' 70 per ceqt of the sample. 

This means Uiat even an em- 
ployed student receivbig a loan 
cannot make enough to put him- 
self Uirou^ a year's universi- 
ty. Additional funds can come 
from parents, but 40 per cent of 
-tiiose replying to the question- 
naire saUi they were faidependent' 
of their parents. 



v.iUi his environment. But we feel 
enough has been said to indicate 
Uiat the situation is ecological 
and Its solution requires as great 
a sodal revolution as any. Of ' 
coursé political motives can be 
read into any solution, and we ■ 
note an ideological slant to Uie 
non-solution offered, but this is 
irrelevant if our concern is to 
preserve the only spedes capable 
of appreciating such concepts^j 
ideology.

The coundl will urge private 
employers to hire students as 
temporary , or part-time hdp 
during thè^yéar; and request Uie 
provfaidal government to provide 
additional loans and bursaries.

"Student means are simply not 
keephig pace with increased 
costs," Gardai said. 

"If students are unable to get 
jobs hi Uie summer, and if more 
student aid is not made available, 
Uien Uie concept of universal ac- 
cessibility to post-secondary 
education will become Increas- 
higly meanhigless...

Art of debate lauded l)y Rieke 



A prominent U.S. forenslcs ex- 
pert is giving a free course, in 
public speaking and debating here 
i tills weeic in a special program 
sponsored by tiie Debating Union. 

The course, being held - everv 
day in L26 from 1 to 2 pm and 
again at 7 pm. is being given bv 
Dr. Richard Rieke. atmember of 
the Speech Department ^oPOhio 
State University. 

"Basically, what I am trying to 
do." says Dr. Riekè. "is to pre- 
sent a course which I give at 
Ohio State in a series of lectures 
concerning the decision-making 
process." 

Tuesday's topic, "Decision by 
Debate", which was taken from 
the Utleïof^à^ibook by Ehninger 
and Brodcriede. presented debat- 
ing as a specific and very im- 
portant area in the decision 
making process. 

The topics for the rest of the 
course will centre around analy- 
sis .and logic in the context . i>f 
debating. 

This is not to say that the 
course is being given solely for 
the beneflt of debaters. 

" The business of making 'deci- 
sions is ' a . phenomenon^tliatlLr 
important to all -. to histoHans. 
philosophers, doctors and law^ 



yers, students and businessmèn.'* 
^.raniinented Dr. Rieke. 
"^"We'could reach a decision in 
any number of ways." he said. 
"We could, for instance, flip a 
coin and come up with a decision. 

"Debating, however, is a sys- 
tem set up to. arrive at a better 
decision and hence introduces the 
quality variable." 
■ When questioned on the me- 
chanics and importance of colle- 
giate debating. Dr. Rieke said. 
"Basically it's an cducaUonal 
process persuanf to decision 
making. 

"Although no decision is ar- 
rived at after a round of college 
debate, it is still a valid process, 
especlail/ when we realize the 
fact that no decision is made 
after one debate, not in the Con- 
gress nor in any other decision 
- making body." he continued. 

"Even collegiate debates are 
part of the decisioh-makihg pro- 
cess. Some of the hardest topics 
_that we have debated at the col- 
lege level were very much a 
relevant part of the political 
scope." , . . 
.^(^^Rieke jweiit on to state that a 
'^^ecision-making body could^be 
WIkt. too predictable, infwhicii 
case it lost all flexibility of ac- 
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tion, or not predictable enough 
and hence create a credibility 
gap- 

"I think the Congress has be- 
come very predictable . in its 
policy towards Communist na- 
tions," he said. 

"Legally, we can be sure that 
the Congress will oppose any 
Communist government, because 
It has pledged its word to do so.° 

"Consequently, when a man like 
J. -William Fulbright tries to get 
his colleagues to recognize the 
fact that 'we are not dealing with a 
mohbUthicTsthicture.' he runs' in- 
to problems. 

'.'On the. other hand, the Nixon 



AdminUtraUon -is very unpredic- 
table." he charged. . 

"One questions if it has à poli- 
cy. Perhaps it allows for more 
flexibilii^, ;;.but we never know^ 
vreiteNteon stands." 

Dr. Rieke concluded. "No sin- 
gle variable is as hnportant as, 
.credibility in the decision making 
process. It is a fragile denomlna- 
'tor that must be captured If the 
arguments given are to be reck- 
onable. 



"If I ca'n^ convlncedMhat a 
person has credibility, then I can 
discuss with him. It not. there is 
no way I can do business with 
him." 



Krishna Consciousness 
seelcs converts 



Those pink-robed, dissipat- 
ed, chanting youths who have 
turned up on campus every day 
this month are part of a world 
religion that boasts 200 mil- 
lion converts, claims Montreal 
Krishna chieftain Jayapataka 
das. 

But the vast majority of the 
International Society for Krish- 
na Consciousness lives in In- 
dia. Montreal has only 15 mem- 
bers of the Society, and only 
1,000 more.can be found scat- 
tered- across the rest'of this 
continent. 

In an attempt to increase 
awareness of Krishna in Mont- 
real, Jayapataka das decided! 
to hold public chant-ins oh the 
McGiU campus. Although. his 
efforts to date have resulted 
in the signing on of only one 
new member (an M.p. who 
earned his degree in the round 
building on Pine), he is. not 
disappointed. 

"We are not interested in 
imposing Krishna on people", 
explains Jayapataka das. 
"We just want them to watch 
us and ask' questions, which 
they are doing". 

The believers in Krishna al- 
so enjoy personal gains from 



the chanting sessions. "When 
.we are chanting, povrerful vibes 
are created that allow us to oi- 
' ter into association with Krish- 
na, who is God." says Jayapa- 
taka das. 

They chant every day at 7 
am in their "temple" at 3720 
Park Ave. as well as at Mc- 
Gill. Anyone is welcome to join 
the ceremony. 

They are forbidden to . eat 
meat, fish, or egpi which may 
account for thdr frail physi- 
ques. 

Jayapataka das, né Gordon 
Erdman, came to Montreal via 
Brown University and San Pran- 
' dsco is order to meet A. C. 
Bhaktivedanta Swami, the spi- 
ritual master, of all followers 
of Krishna. 

The Swami asked Erdman- 
Jayapataka to stay in Montreal 
and spread the word, and so ' 
began the chanting. 

In addition, the Krishnites 
are not above departing from 
Ihdr spiritual cries momen- 
tarily to ask a bystander if he 
has any spare change. Begging 
is a valuable source of revenue 
for them as they do not work 
for a wage, but devote all their 
time to Krishna.
